the benefit of such a Society. Ho was sure 
all those interested in the Society, would ba 
pleased to svo thero.was come balance loft 
' after the year's work, but the sum of 
: $643.94 was not ‘a very large one, and it 
| was to bo carnestly hoped the work of the 
| Society, would commend it growingly to the 
public. The subscriptions would press 
lightly upon the public if each would give a 
little, and ho was ouro the attention of 
aome only required to be drawn to it in 
order ta induce them to subscribe to ite 
funds, If this, wera done the usofulness

THE LOWERING OF QUEEN'S ROAD 
WEST.

Sre,—lLt is slutedia your last night’s is- 
suo that the Government havo desided to 
abandon the scheme for cutting down 
Queen's Road West ‘and the Pokfulam 
Road, and as your brief comment thereon 
would seem to imply thut a * public im- 
provement’ had been nipped inthe bud 
perbaps you wonld not mind cxplaining 
juat- where the public were supposed to be- 
nefit by this ‘ improvement.” 

If the ‘ public’ own property at Belchor’s 
Bay there can bo no doubt that thoy would 
be raslly benefitted indeed ; nor, if this 13 
the case, should thu Government atop bere; 
tho levelling of the roads ia morely tho pro- 
iwmimary canter. . 

The Market near the Harbour Office, 
which supplies all Chinatown, should bo 
at onec removed os far Westward as pos- 
sible~—say ‘te the reclamation in front. of 
the Sailor’s Home. What doca it maltor 
if the poor coolies have t+ travel a mila or 
two fur thoir provisiurs'? ‘They must foarn 
to five wearur the morket. 

Thon thw question of overcrowding 
shoutd be taken up by tho Sanitary Board 
aud tho covlies driven out of their lodging- 
houses in Taipingshan; don't give tho 
wretched coolie any blankets to keep him 
wirm, lat give him a free pase to Beleher’s 
Bay ; air-space is what he needs, and here 
is where he will get his {li of it,

The Naval Court of Inquiry into the leas 
of the Furman resumed ita sitting. - 

Chun Chang-sun, the .cap'ain’s boy,
